British Elections 

The recent British municipal elections, in which 
the Conservative party made startling gains and the La- 
bor party suffered equally startling losses, may in- 
dicate a sharp change in the attitude of the rank and 
file of Englih people toward the principles of socialism. 

The Labor government cannot blame this re- 
verse on the austerity program— Mr. Churchill and the 
other opposition leaders have said time and time again 
that austerity is necessary to the economic salvation of 
Britain, and so it has not been a major political issue. 
It is much more likely to suppose that legions of British 
voters have come to the conclusion that socialism has 
failed to live up to the claims made for it, that socialism 
is sapping the resources and energies of the nation at 
an alarming rate, and that, under a government which 

puis the attainment of a complete socialist state before a » tnose - beginning with Churchill, who opposed his L g homp a ( , ecr

Thus began the real life work of 
Mclvln Jones, lie abandoned a pros- 
perous 'business career to build up 
the first organization ever formed 
primarily as a service club. He was 
elected Secretary-Treasurer at Dallas 
and still holds that office. As the As- 
sociation grew he gave it more of 
his time, and finally had to sever 
all connections with any other busi- 
ness. He has full charge of Interna- 
tional Headquarters, 

Llonism has enjoyed a growth more 
rapid and more sturdy than has any 
other service club, but it Is the 
growth of the spirit of Llonism which 
has been most gratifying to Mclvin 
Jones. He sees already, as the work 
of this agency which he created, chos- 
en men of more than 6,300 commun- 
ities of the United States, Australia, 
Bermuda, British Honduras, Canada, 
China, Colombia',. Costa Rica, Cuba, 
Curacao, Ecuador, El Salvador, Guate- 
mala, Honduras, Mexico, Nicaragua, 
Panama, Peru and Venezuela, serving 
unselfishly, without thought of ma- 
terial reward, teaching and practicing 
charity, education, pariotlsm, kind- 
ness, a closer brotherhood of men — 
living the Golden Rule. 

In June, 1939, he was 1 awarded the 
National Merit Order of Carlos Man- 
uel de Ccspcdcs by the Cuban Gov- 
ernment, the highest award confer- 
red by that Government to a non- 
citizen of Cuba.

WASHINGTON. — Four hundred 
cases of war contract fraud have 
been reported to the department of 
justice. As a result, 388 persons and 
31 corporations have been indicted, 
Secretary of War Royall revealed. 

The individuals and corporations 
Indicted paid fines totaling $386,412 
and a large number of prison sen- 
tences were imposed. 

Royall also said 56 civil cases in- 
volving war department contracts 
have been disposed of with settle- 
ment of judgments totaling $10.- 
508,000. 

He said some of the frauds were 
discovered by the war department 
and "a few additional ones" by the 
general accounting office and the \ 
department of justice.

1.183,029 contracts during the arar

With renegotiation 93'i per cent I 
complete, he said, recoveries dur- 
ing and since the war now amount 
to 6.3 billion dollars gross and 2,1 
billion dollars net, including 3.25 
billion dollars in savings from vol- 
untary reduction. 

Royall also reported 60 govern- 
ment-owned plants costing $2,301,- 
000.000 have been set aside as 
standby plants for emergency use, 
and have been leased to private in- 
dustry. 

The rest of government-owned 
plants have been declared surplus.
